ef corn; from the exorbitant rates of 
which, as well as from the very diftrefling 
{careity, not only the poor, but the mid- 
dling parts of the people, had been long 
very melancholy furferers. To prevent 
therefore the like calamities in future, 
the houle of Commons, on Monday Nov. 
14. immediately after his Majeitty’s an- 
{wer to their addrefs was reported by the 
Speaker, ordered a till to brought in, 
for extending the prohibition, not only 
on the exportation of corn, gram, malt, 
flour, bread, bifcuit, and fttarch; but on 
the extraction of low wines and {pirits 
from wheat and wheat-flour. 

The order for this falutary purpofe 
fearcely tock place, when Mr Wilkes’s 
celebrated petition, which, at this time, 
more than any other affair, ingrotied the 
univerial attention of all ranks, was, 
on the lane day, prefented by Sir Jofeph 
Mawbey, member for Southwark.—The 
petition contained a recapitulation of all 
the proceedings againft Mr Wilkes, from 
the time of bis firtt apprehenfion, by a 
general warrant, in April 1763, to the 
time of his commitment to the king's. 
bench haga in June 1768. Jt fet forth, 
That, in April 1763, the petitioner, then 
a member of the houle, was, by a gene 
ral warrant, apprehended, and carried be- 
fore the two principal fecretaries of 
‘tate; that le apphed by his friends to 
the court of common pleas for a Habeas 
rfus; which was ordered to ifJue im. 

rediately ; thai of this he acquainted the 
scretaries of {tate at his examination by 
them; who, notwithftanding, committed 
the petitioner a clole prifoner to the 
tower, although charpedonly with amilce- 
meanors that, for three days, no perien 
wes futiered to have accefs tohym; that 
hishoule wee plundered, his bureaus bicke 

nd tis papers carried away, under 
e faid general warrant; that. alter 
s Ciicharpe from the tower by the una- 
mous jucgementof the court of common 
pleas, he was ferved with a /abpoena from 
Upon ao mfor- 
counter notices, figned 
SUMMONING OF: cer, were fent to feveral 
ot the jury, only the day before the 
trials 3 that, meverthelefs, the trials came 
on, on the cav fixed ; that the records we 
raterialiy altered, at Lord Mansfiela’s 
houfe, by his Lerdf! in’s orders, again{i 
the cortert of the 
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fard general warrant were produced in e- 
vidence on his trials ; that Philip Carteret 
Webb, Elg; then folicitor to the treafury, 
fuborned, and bribed, with the public 
money, one Michael Curry, to pive e- 
vidence againi{ the petitioner at his trials, 
according to the direétions of the faid Mr 

Tebb; that the petitioner was, in March 
lait, eleed knight of the thire for the 
county of Middlefex; and in April ap- 
peared before the court of king’s-bench, 
when the faid court committed him to 
the king’s bench prifon ; and that in June 
he was fentenced to a turther impri- 
fonment of twenty-two months in the 
faid prijon, where the petitioner then 
was; and that the petitioner fubmitted 
the whole of his cafe to the wifdom and 
juftice of the Houfe, in the full perfuafion 
of having an effectual and fpeedy redrefs 
of all his grievances. 

The Houle, on receiving this petition, 
ordered it to lie upon the table; but at 
the fame time direGed, that a copy of 
the records on the proceedings againtt 
Mr Wilkes, on the feveral information 
in the court of king’s-bench, fhould be 
produced for their infpections which was 
accordingly done on the 23d ; when anew 
motion being made, for reading his pe- 
tition again, it was relolved, That the 
matter of it fhould be heard on the 2d 
of December.—Here, were we to contie 
ourtelves to the regular fuccetlion of 
butinels, we fhou!d naturally leave Mr 
Wiikes’s caule, and go on with the 
intervening occurrences of parliamen 
but as his caufe has been conGdered ina 
very important lipht, not only by Great 
Britain, but by all the dependencies on 
the Britith nation; as it is at this hour 
fuppoied to be immediately connected 
with the very exiltence of our conftita- 
tion; and as a difcontinvation of the 
idue, now we have unavoidably gone fo 
far, would doubtlefs be difpleafing to our 
re. ders: we {hall for once facritice order 
to neceflity, and inftead of dreading tie 
cenlure of the public, we {hall fiatter 
ourfelves with the hope of their generous 
appr Me ali nn.

Wilkes’s complaint, it was refolved, 
‘6 That the two orders made by Lord 
Mansfield, Lord Chief Juttice of the 
King’s-bench, for the amendment of the 
informations exhibited in the faid court 
againft Mr Wilkes, were according to 
law and juftice, and the praétice of the 
faid court, and confirmed by the fubfe- 
quent determination of the faid court ; 
and that the complaint of Mr Wilkes, in 
refpect thereof, is frivolous; and that 
the afperfions upon the faid Chief Juftice, 
for making the fzid two orders, thereby 
conveyed, wre utterly groundlefs, and 
tend to prejudice the minds of the people 
againft the adminiftration of public ju- 
ftice.” It was at the fame time refolved, 
That the charge again{t Philip Carteret 
Webb, Eig; was not mide good. As to 
the complaint againit Lord Egremont, 
and Lord Halitax, it was not at all in- 
quired into, the former being dead, and 
an aétion then depending againft the 
latter in the regular courts of law, at 
the fuit of Mr Wilkes, for the recovery 
of damapes. 

This was not the only circumftance, 
however, in which Mr Wilkes fuftained 
a mortification from parliament: for not- 
withRtanding he was then fuffering from 
the former freedom of his pen, he ftill 
indulged bimfelf in new liberties apaintt 
the government, and feemed «flonifhed 
that the miniftry fhould proceed to any 
Cilagreeable extremitics with him, tho’ 
he was inceflantly haraffing them with 
freth provocations. A conduét of this 
re(tlefs nature, his beft friends very o- 
penly condemned; and, above every thing 
fie, condemned a preface which he wrote 
toa letter written by Lord Weymouth ; 
who, as fecretary of {tate, directed Da- 
hiel Porton, Efg; chairman of the Surry 
Werter-icfhons, to {upport the execution 
of the laws, by an effectual evertion of 
the military power, In Mr Wilkes’s pre- 
ace to this letter, which was publithed 
0 the St James’s Chronicle, he terined 
it a blood) fcroll, and otherwife mention~ 
fe it with an uncommon bitternets of a- 
himadverfion, At this time the voice of 
eeaety um unulually vehement in his 
ours and it was even thought, that 
rhe Iniftration would have gladly {uflered 
i £0 take bis feat for Middlefen, if by 
tack he > and indeed ulelefs, at- 
main intl iad not compelled them to a 
oo of feverity. A complaint 
Me m was made in the houle apaintt 

wukes, for writing and publifhing 
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the preface fo repeatedly taken notice 
of; when, after a conference with the 
Lords, a great deal of time {pent upou 
the matter, and Mr Wilkes’s not only 
acknowledging himfelf, with much bold- 
nefs, the author, but even triumphing 
in that circumftance, the Commons, on 
the 2dof February, refolved, ** That 
the introdu&ion of avletter addrefled to 
Daniel Ponton, Efq; chairman of the 
quarter-feflions at Lambeth, of which 
introdudtion John Wilkes, Efg; a mem- 
ber of the houfe, had confefled bimlelf 
the author and publifher, was an inie- 
lent, fcandalous, and feditious libel, 
tending to inflame and ftir up the minds 
of his Majetty’s fubjects to fedition, and 
to a total fubverfion of all good order, 
and legal government [105. ]}.” 

At the fame time the houle being in- 
formed, that one Mr Allen had challen- 
ged Sir William Meredith, Bt, for words, 
which, as amember, he had fpoken in 
the courfe of the debate, an order was 
iffued for apprehending Mr Allen; who 
was brought before the houfe on the day 
following, and committed to Newa.te for 
a breach of privilege [162.]. The next 
day, alfo, the Commons refolved, ** That 
John Wilkes, Efq; a member of their 
honfe, who, at the bar, bad acknowled - 
ped himfelf to be the author and publifher 
of what they bad pronounced an infolent, 
{candalous, and feditious libel ; and wiio 
had been conviéted in the court of king’s- 
bench of having prirted and pudiit{hed a 
feditious libel, and three obfcene end 
unpicus fibels; and by the judgement of 
the faid court, had been tentenced to 
undergo twenty-two months unprifone 
ment, fhould be expelied the houie.” 
In confequence of which refolution, Mr 
Wilkes was declared expeiied; and a 
pew writ was iflued for the eleciion of a 
member in his room. 

Mr Wilkes, however, like another 
Antzus, feemed to pain new vigour from 
his feii; and, notwithitanding bis expul- 
fiov, was again cholen fer the county of 
Middiefex without any oppofition. But 
the moment the writ was returned, a 
queftion was put, ** That John Wikes, 
hig; having been in this feflion of pare 
liament expelled the houfe, was, and is 
incapable of being ele¢ied a member in 
this prefent parliament [106.]?” This 
queftion was carried by a very large ma- 
jority, and the election accordingly de- 
clared void. 

Stulk Mr Wilkes perfevered; and after 
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being judged thus incspable to ferve ia 
parliam ent, addrefled the 
county by public advertifements, exhort- 
ing the freelolders to be refolute in de- 
fending their conflitutional right of chu- 
fing whom they pleafed ; and declaring 
himnlelf determined, upon every new ex- 
pulfion, to renew the tender of his fer- 
vices, that they might again and apain 
have an opportunitv of afferting the 
ott valuable privilege of freeborn Eng- 
| en.

2 predicament, for fear the intereft of 
the nation fhou'd be prejudiced by the 
lofs of @ Jegiflator. Here, (fad the 
{oeakers on this fide of the qurttion), 
mpvale 200d is facrificed to public utility, 
and the claim of juflice is evidently fet 
aide for the common vLenefit of the na- 
tion: if reafon therefore allowe fuch a 
privilege to the individual reprefentative 
of one particular place, it cennot furely 
Geny an equal privilege to the collective 
reprefentation of the whole people. Tue 
confitution furelv is as much affected 
where toe letter of the law is infringed 
with regard to property, as with relation 
to franc’ufe. Where 1S the line to be 
drasa? Shall ove man be allowed a pri- 
ile: ich 1s denied to the anited houfe 
of Commons? or is the law ot parlia- 
ment right where it 


vileve wi 
fcreens a member 
fiom the payment of a debt, and is it 
wrong where i pronounces upon the na- 
ture of eleétions? It parhament has no 
jull title to exercife the privilege of ex- 
pulfion, it has no yall title to the exercile 
of anv ot/er privilecyre ¢ the fame cu/tom, 
the lame propriety, which fupport ihe te- 
gality of their crher privile ges, fupport 
the legatitv of this; and it cannot be 
teken away, without vwolating the law 
of the land, which as fo repeatedly ra- 
ified the privileges of parliament ; and 
violating ihe confitulion alfo, upon which 
the daw ot the land is evidentiv founded. 

The ipeckers apoinft the expulfion have 
acopted a very extraordinary principle

Though did the 
Commons even make an improper ufe of 
their privilege on the prelent occafion, 
in vejecting an imprifoned convet, the 
freeholders of Moeddlefex make a (ll 
more improper ule of their rights, ja 
fending a man fo circumitanced as their 
reprefentative into parliament. 

Such was the peneral scope of the ar- 
guments on both fides of the queition, 
while the public waited, tn the utmott 
anxiety, tofee sf anv oppofition would 
be made to Mr Wilkes, in conlequence 
of a new writ fora frefh elefion on the 
the 16th of March. A gentleman indeed, 
Mr Charles Dingley, om eminent mer- 
chant of London, on the div of election 
appeared at the huitings, defirous of of- 
fering tis fervices to the county; but 
the torrent of popularity fwelled fo a- 
mazingly high in Mr Wilkes’a favony, 
that no body was hardy enough to pro- 
pole him, and Mr Wilkes was a third 
time elected by the freeholders _— and 
the next day, Marchiz. a third time 
rejected by the houle. 

A fourth writ waz now iffued, and 
Mr Wilkes, in a long addrels to the 
county, made a more ftrenuovs declara- 
tion, if poflible, than any of his former 
ones, to fipht the conftitational combat, 
for the univerfa]l bencfit of his country; 
telling the conitituents, that the manly 
fpirit they bad exerted on the late clec- 
tions, in direct oppofition to every art 
and intripue of a corrupt adminiftration, 
could not fail of making a ftrony impref- 
fion upon a fet of men who fought the 
ruin of public Jiberty, who had long loft 
all fighi of national good, and whe 
would not poitfibly refrain from farther 
aéts of defpotilm. Whatever the conie- 
quences might be, he intormed them, 
that they had done their duty, and efia- 
blithed a futlicient claim to the admira- 
tion of Jateit pottery. [170.] 

From the difficulty, nay the smnpofhbi- 
lity, of finding any one freeholder at the 
lait eleétion to propote Mr Dingley a 
candidate, it was at firft imagined, that 
Mr Wilkes would be apain re-elefted 
without the appearance of an oppofition. 
A little time, however, proved the fall- 
bility of appearances, and produced an 
opponent, who, notwithflanding the u- 
nivertal obloquy he thereby expofed him- 
felf to, as well as the danger winch was 
aftually to be apprehended from the fury

fufficient refolution to enter upon fo ar 

duous an undertaking. This opponent 
was the Hon. Henrv Lawes Luttrell, 
eldef?? fon of Lord Irnham, (an Irith 
nobleman of larpe fortune), a Jieutenant- 
cotonel of borfe, and at that very time a 
member for Bofliney in Cornwall. Mr 
Luttre!' accepted a nominal emplovment, 
the ttewardhhip of the Chiltern Hundreds, 
on purpole to wacate his feat; and the 
public were irfamed with the mot? eager 
expe@ation of the dav, which was to 
ecetermine the contett between Mr Wilkes 
and this unexpeed competitor.

The defign of this letter is, to excite 
the generous and compaflionate among 
the nobility and gentry, to inguire into 
the facts already mentioned, and to af- 
ford them the opportunity of patronizing 
a icheme, fo truly charitable, and fo 
ufeful to fociety. If Mr B. receives no 
public encouragement, he wiil be obliged 
to move in the fame confined track as 
hitherto, and teach only fuch deaf perfons 
as can aiford the expence; and when he 
dies, this valuable art will probably die 
with him. 

P. S. Mr B. has been very fuccefsful 
in, perfe@tly, correcting ftuttering, and 
many other defeéts in {peech, both in 
young perfons, and thofe more advanced 
in yeurs.

Am one of thofe who heartily approve 
I of the prefent ettabl:thment of reli- 
gion in the church of Scotland. The 
dofrines of this church particularly, I 
take to be the very truths of the gofpel. 
Our Saviour and his apoftles do always 
reprefent it as of the ut nott coulequence 
to the falvetion of mankind, that they 
know the truth, and have right appre 
henfions of things wherein thev are fo 
deeply intere(ted; and theretore it mutt 
oe give me (as ] doust not it gives 
maov other: ) no fmall concern, to fee 
thefe truths like to grow out of date, and 
eventome of the clergy themfelves appear- 
ing to be tired of them, and lutting after 
a change. 

The Prophet Jeremiah {peaks of it as a 
mo{t extraordinary thing for a people to 
charge theie religion: Hath a nation 
changed their gods, which are yet no gods ? 
Jeri, 1. But the truth is, thofe gods 
that are no pods, thofe doétrines that are 
notruths, are apt to be moft pertine- 
ciovfly adhered to by the bulk of man- 
kind; as being moft fuitable to their 
fenfual and worldly prejudices. On the 
other hand, a degenerate people, and a 
corrupt miniitry too, (the one of which 
is the never-failing concomitant of the 
other), find the fplendor of truth too 
dazzling for their difeafed eyes, and fo 
are eafily miffed into the belief of what 
is More agreeable to their indulged lults. 

One can fcarcely help fmiling fome- 
times at the egregious fimplicity of our 
Socinianized divines, when they fo con- 
fidently take it for granted, that their 
ditf-ring in theiropinion from the do&trine 
of the church, is owing to the impartiality 
of their inquiries, and their entire freedom 
from any prejudice. They feern to kno-v 
of no prejudice but one, that is capable 
of mifleading the judgement ; and that 
#8, too preat a reverence for the efta- 
blithed religion of the country. This is 
@ pfejucice which, they think, they have 
Rot the better of: from whence they 
Mier, and feem to think that every body 
ought to infer, that they are, without 
al! ueftion, free and impartial inquirers. 

For my pert, I am far from thinking 
that all of them are free even from pre - 
jUcices of this kind. For if Socinianifin 
is become the fafhion, and the ftream 
runs that way among the company they 
converie with, or in the buoks that fail

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into their hands; vhere is the difference 
between that flothfuloes which makes 
us fwallow, without chewing or dige- 
ftion, the inftruction of parents or ma- 
fters, and that by which we are carried 
along with the prefent prevailing cur- 
rent ? 

But is this the only prejndice we are 
liable to be blinded with?) Ow Siviour 
was far from thinking f The chief 
prejudice that he warns us againft, i8 
the love of fin, fo natural to mankind. 
This, favs he, is the condemnation, that 
light is come into the world aod men loved 
dar kne(s vather than light, BECAUSE their 
deeds were evil. For every owe that doth 
evil, Aateth the Lizht. neither cometh to 
the light Lle/t his deeds should be reproved. 
Aod indeced notinng would be. eafier 
than to fhow, that it is a partiality to 
fin, or a flight fenfe of the evil and de- 
fert of it, that is at the bottom of all the 
oppefition which the orthodox dottrine 
ufually meets with from the world. To 
reprefent fin in the light in which it is fet, 
beth in the word of God, and in the 
doftrine of this church, as fo dreadful 
an evil, that it required the Second Pere 
fon of the Trinity to become incarnite 5 
and to futfer, in the nature, and jn the 
room, of finners, the punifhment that 
was due to them, in order to render the 
pardon of it confiftent with the perfec- 
tion of the great ruler and judge of ail 
his creatures; this is what wordly men, 
who regard fin but as a trivial matter, 
never were, and never will be able to 
bear. 

But what an unanfwerable demonftra- 
tion does your colleftion afford, of the 
influence that prejudice has in the for- 
mation of opinions among fuch as are 
mott apt to boaft of their own impartiality ?

In all thefe, indeed, he 
is pleafed (agreeable to his new interpre- 
taron of the barrier 24, which feems to 
have been altogether unknown at that 
time) to accule them of acting illegally 
and’ unconititutionally. But if this had 
been the fenfe of the church, is it to be 
fupofed, that there fhould not bea fingle 
remonftrance upon any of thele cccafions 
from fo much as one prefbytery in Scot- 
laud, or acomplaint that the afflembly 
was tcking from prefbsteries with one 
Land what they had piven them with the 
other? This was the eifect of the aflem- 
bly’s palling the two ads he mentions in 
1730 and 1732. They were looked up- 
on as confideruble alterations and inno- 
vations. The church took the alarm; 
complained of the incroachment on the 
rialt of prefbyteries to have their confent 
akked and given, before fuch imoortant 
novations were introduced, which appear- 
edto bz to the prejudice of the eftablifh- 
ed religion. They did more: they fent 
ufuch members to the following aff-m- 
blies as were dilpofed to refcind thefe in- 
bovating aéts; which accordingly was 
veryfoon done. Nothing of all this ap- 
pears upon the oceafion of the frequent 
renewing and inforcing the laws of both 
church and ftate, for figning the Confei- 
fion of Faith, that were both in force 
before the barrier-aét was made, though 
the gentleman himfeif has piven us feve- 
ral inttances thereof that happened foon 
éiter 1697. I would be glad te know 
i they were ever contidered es ifiegal till 
vetween three and four {core years after 
they happened. 

All this, he owns, is very plaufible: 
but inl he infifts, that the formula en- 
jomed in 1711 was a novation; and he 
thinks himfeif intitled to take advantage 
or the words of the barrier-aét, however 
Contrary to the manifeft defign of it. 
‘There was, (fays he), by att 1715, a 
Breat change and innovation introduced.” 
And again: ** What a mighty change is 
mtrOcuced by the roth aé of efemuly 
dh ” He cannot pretend that it was 
“Os98 prejudice of the do&tine, worfhip, 







exc. then eftablifhed. But as he infifts 
here was a preat change then made, let 
us, I befeech you, examine this change, 
which appears fo great and mighty now, 
however imperceptible it feems to have 
been at the time it was made. The 
words of the odious formula preferibed 
by the at 1711, relating to the Coufetlion 
of Faith, are, *¢ I do fincerely own and 
believe the whole doérine contained in 
the Confeflion of Faith —to be the truths 
of God: and J do own the fame as the 
confeflion of my faith ;—and, to the 
utmofl of my power, thall, in my tta- 
tion, aflert, maintain, and cefend the 
faid doétrine, Gc.” Now, fuppole the 
a& 1711 repealed, (which, he fays, 
** bound upon minifters fhoulders fo hea- 
vy a burden as the formula),” and mate 
ters reduced to the fame fituation they 
were in before that aé& was made, let us 
fee low far this grievous burden would 
be thereby lightened. 

Tn order to this, I fhall not infift upon 
any of the ads of atlembly that were 
made between 1697 and 1711, as he has 
the fame objection to them all, viz. That 
they were not tran{mitted to pretbyteries. 
Nay, as he makes fome objection or other 
to every ecclefiafiical rule about this mat- 
ter, even fuch as were previous to the 
barrier-aét, let us only have recourfe to 
the aét of parliament 1693, to which he 
has not the pretence of an objection. 
This is *¢ a rule of (ubfcription to which 
(he owns) we are bound to fubmit:” 
and again, ** This aé& 1693 mult {till o- 
blige to a fubfcription of the Confetfion 
of Faith; and to an acknowledgement oi 
the government and worthip in_ this 
church, according to its tenor, till it be 
abrog ited and annulled by King and par- 
liament.” Well, what is the tenor of 
this act? It ** ftatutes and ordains, that 
no perfon be admitted or continued for 
hereafter to be a minifter or preacher 
within this church, unlefs that he-—~ 
do alfo (ub{cribe the Confeflion of Faith 
ratificd in the forefaid sth ad of the 2d 
feflion of this parliament, declaring the 
jaime to be the confeffion of his fatth, and 
that he owns the doé¢trine therein con- 
tained to be the true doétrine which he 
will conftantly adhere to.” This is the 
formula preferibed by the parliament: in 
which words, or words equivalent, it is 
prelumable that all the miniffers and 
preachers of the church of Scotland were 
in ufe to exprefs the engavemeits requie 
red of them at their adiniffion, befer- 
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r7r1, and even before the barrier-act 
wa made. Now let any one compare 
them with the heted formulaof 1711, and 
then let him tell where the ditfrrence 
lies, or if the repeal of the aflem)}v’s act 
or aéts would eafe his fhoulders of this 
heavy burden, while the other is {til al- 
loweu to prefs them with all its weight. 

Ii be the one we declare the Weft- 
minfler Confetlion to be a confe/Jion of our 
futh; lo do we by theother. If bv the 
one, we declare the dofrine therein 
contained to be the truth God; by 
the other we declie nent to be the ir uc 
Se If by the one we promite to 

ert, wiaintain, aud defend them; bv the 
a we promie conslanily to adhere to 
tiem. Is it pofible that any one who has 
tie freedom to fay that fuch and fuch 
propofitions are tie true dodtrine, cm 
base ans ‘cruple to call them the truths 
of God ? Tf he finds it a heavy burden to 
luv that they are the truths of God; ix he 
really reliewed of this burden, by being 
allowed to fay that they are the true doc- 
deine? [If aminitter or preacher bas vo 
{cruple to promile that he will conflanily 
adhere to this fame true doétrine, can he 
refuie to promile that he will a/ert, maine 
gain, and defend it ? 

For my there, I cannot perceive the 
fmallett citference between the grievous 
formula, aud the engagements which all 
mirifters and preachers of the church of 
Scotland had been under a previous obhi- 
gation to fipn, by the authornty of both 
church and ttate, ever fince the revolu- 
tion, or joon after it; unlefs it bein two 
particulars. Both of them are contained 
in thefe words, **I do /incerely own and 
believe the whole do ine,” oc. The 
frfl confiits in the addition of the word 
jincerely, and the other in - addition 
‘of the word whole. This is all the great 
and mighty change or innov tio im, Upon the 
account of which it can be pretended 
that the formula ought to have been 
traninitted to prefbyteries by the barner- 
aét, beture juch a new and veavv burden 
could be conttitutionally laid upon mini-

About tnreefcore years apo, there were 
not fuch advances made ainony ibe nis 
fters of this church, in the new refine- 
ments upon the Chriftien morale. as we 
have got airongft us now. = In thole days 
how would it have looked for eny one to 
have made it a queftion, Wheticr the 
parliainent, and former ailemblirs, in ree 
quiring a fubicription of imtrants to the 
Confeffion of Faith, meant it of the 
whole, or only of fome indeterminate 
parts of it, at the pleafure of the fubicri- 
bers? Or whether it was a fincere or an 
infincere declaration that was demanded ? 
If pretbyteries had then been contulted a- 
bout a word or two of that kind, I can- 
not help figuring to myielf how they 
would have fared at fo idle a tran{mil- 
fion of an overture. Inftead of com- 
plemnng that they were neglected in the 
omihon, I make no quettion, but the 
aking of their eonfent to fuch great and 
mig ily innovations would have been inter 
preted as a burle(que upon the barrier 
act, and an iniujt upon their own uncer- 
ftandings, 
Allow me to lay hold of this opportu- 


nity to make fome reply to another ar- 


gument that has been much infiited on of 
late. It is applied to the fame purpole, 
of paving the way for innovations upol 
the doctrine of this church; for which 
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end Mr Ferguffon ufes it ina letter to 
the committee at Glafgow [xxx. 611.]. 
I is taken from the bad conlequences of 
any appearance of divifion and oppofition 
to one another among the minitters of 
the golpel of peace, and the happy fruits 
of unity and harmony under the great- 
eit difference of fentiments, As it is 
applied on this occafion, I cannot con- 
five it into coy other language but this : 
* Pray allow us the liberty of attacking 
any article of the creed in peace and 
quietnefs, and let us have the fame ad- 
vantage that the Heathens fometimes 
had over the Jews, when they fought 
with them on the Sabbath-day, and had 
nothing elfe to do, but to cut their 
throats without the leaft refiftance.” 
Every body that has read the {cripture 
mutt have obferved paflages therein of a 
very dift-rent ftrain, upon the fudject of 
erroneous opinions in religion, which 
pleinly unply, that fome may be of very 
mall, and fome of verv great importance. 
With relpect to the firit, lenity, mode- 
ration, and forbearance, is very warm- 
ly recommended; becaule, when the 
error is of little moment, it cannot do fo 
much hurt, as may be done by contention 
about it. But fo likewife is a patient 
bearing of {maller injuries, in order to 
live peaceably with one another, and 
that for the fame reafon. Our Saviour 
has injoined us, when {mitten on the one 
cheek, to turn the other alfo to the 
imiters Yet if an army of French or 
Spaniards, taking advantage of fuch paf- 
fages, fhould endeavour to perfuade us to 
yield up, without any contention, our 
conftitution in church and ftate, our li- 
berties and properties, our lands and 
houfes, wives and children, to their vio- 
lent depredation, I know not but a Qua- 
ker himfelf would think the argument 
carried too far. In like manner, with 
reipect to errors of importance in reli- 
gion, (how defirable foever peace and 
harmony may be), it is certain, the 
cripture abounds with moft pathetic ex- 
hortations not to /uffer the teachers of 
Sengerous errors in the church, to rejed 
_ and to rebuke them fharply, ee. 
tele ait of the above argu- 
ne o> ifts entirely in overlooking all 
weheate t of this fort, and taking it 
pi ~ mi granted, that moderation 
Seen oun ance < equally applicable to 
a —s opinion, be what it 
Pe Meta ut that the pleaders for mo- 
“HON dave been, upon tis occafion, 





put in mind of thefe apoftolical injunc~ 
tions : but, as far as I remember, it has 
never yet drawn a fingle word from any 
of them that feems to fuppofe there are 
any fuch paflages iv the Bible. 

One method that feems to be adopted 
for carrying on the attack againit the 
do&trine of this church is, by throwing 
out infinuations to its prejudice in maga- 
zines, and other pericdical papers. Thele, 
as they circulate through all forts of 
hands, cannot admit of a thorough dilcul- 
fion of fuch points; which is what the 
truth always feeks, and delights in, but 
what few feem now to have tafte or pa- 
tience for. This method, however, ferves 
well enough to propagate prejudices and 
milreprefentations farther than they could 
otherwile go, and pradually 4nures the 
moft unthinking part of our people to 
view the orthodox dogrine in the moft 
odious and unfavourable point of light. 

In this cafe, the only two means 
whereby fych attacks can be repelled, 
are, either to convey replies (how fuper- 
ficial foever they mult needs be), through 
the fame vehicle ; or when any thing ve- 
ry grofs is publifhed, and the author is 
known to be one who lies under the mott 
folemn obligations to the contrary, to 
exercife the difcipline that is exprefsly ap- 
pointed in fuch a cafe, both by the word 
of God, and the conilitutions of this 
church. Attempts have not been omitted 
to deprive us of the ufe of both thefe 
weapons. For my part, I am far from 
thinking that there are no difagreeable 
confequences attending the ule of both 
thefe means, which it is extremely ealy to 
declaim upon. Church difcipline (efpe- 
cially when, by the languifhing flate of 
it, the oppofers of the doétrine of this 
church have acquired fo much ftrength as 
to be inacondition to threaten a difturb- 
ance of the peace of the country if it 
be exercifed) mult, at any rate, be difa- 
greeable, I doubt not to fay on all hands. 
But fo likewife muft the execution of a~ 
ny law be, if there are perions who will 
not be bound by it. What humane {pec- 
tator, what humane judge that was obli- 
ged to pronounce the fentence, but mutt 
feel pain in feeing a man hanged, or e- 
ven whipped? But to whom is this evil 
to be imputed? To the magiftrate, who 
does his duty ? or to the criminal, who 
lays him under the neceflity of doing it? 
And are thefe uneafy fentations a fulli- 
cient reafon for a total anarchy, either 
in church or ftate, and to let every = 
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do thet which feems good in hisown eyes?

A Me‘fage having been fent by the 

word Mayor of London to Lard 
Weymouth, to knoyv when it would be 
Proper to prelent the peticion of the Lite 
very to the King, he received the fol- 
lowing ecard, 

* Arlington freet, Fune 27.1769. Lord 
Wevimouth prefents his compliments to the 
Lord Mayor of London, and begs leave 
to aflure his Lordthip, that he fhould be 
extremely plaid to give bim any informa. 
tion relative to the prefentina the pee 
tition of the Livery of London to his 
Majefiy ; but the Secretary of State never 
takes the Kinp’s pleafure with regard to 
the time and plice of receiving petitions. 
They are ufvally prefented to the King, 
either on Sunday, as his Majefly ts going 
to, or returning from the chapel; or on 
Thurfday, as he goes to or returas from 
the drawing-room.” 

On Wednetday. July 5. Samuel Tur- 
ner, Efq: Lord Mayor, Sir Robert Lad- 
broke, Mr Ald. Beckford, ard Mr Ald. 
Trecothick, together with the Sheriifs, 
accompanied by Peter Roberts, Efg; the 
city’s Remembrancer, proceeded in ttate 
to St James’s, with the petition of the 
Livery of London ; where, after waiting 
a fhort time in the antechamber, bis 
Lordthip fent in a meflage bv the Re- 
membrancer to the Lord or the Bedcham- 
ber.

Yere was lately delivered to his Ma- 

jetty at St Jame.’s an unaligned pas 
per, without any date; the title, 7% 
humble petition of the Livery of London in 
Common Fall alfembled. Whether it really 
13 a petition from the Livery, re(ts ene 
tirely upon the authority of the géntle- 
men who prelented it. The informality 
of the anon$mous (cro!l is at once a proof 
that it was not the act of a bodv-corpo- 
rate, and that it contained matter too 
feditious 
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feditious and dangerous to be avowed, 


even by the moft daring opponents of 


order and good government. 

Without taking advantage of the ar- 
uments again{t the authenticity of the 
feditious faggot, I {hall examine it arti- 
cle by article, and leave the world to 
judge, whether thofe men who procured 
the petition, had more the caufe of Li- 
berty at heart, than a defire of forcing 
themfelves into office, by raifing popular 
difcontent and clamour. Unfortunately 
for their caule, they have permitted the 
warmth of their zeal to tranfport them 
in the fit inflance from truth, and to 
attribute, as crimes, to the prefent admi- 
ni(tration, things that are in themfelves 
no grievances, or were the meafures of 
thofe very demagogues who form the 
prelent oppofition.

It is impotlible to believe, that a mili- 
tary power, or a tlanding army, procu- 
red and flationed here in conf quence of 
milreprelentatious of the duty and loyalty 
of this province, and fuddenly quartered, 
ean be uncontrollable by the tupreme ex- 
ecutive of the province; which, within 
the limits of the fame, is the jutt and 
full reprefentative of the lupreme execu- 
tive of the whole empire. 

It is well known, that 1 ts no uncom- 
moun thing for difturbances to happen in 
populous cities ; and fuch as have unfor- 
tunately taken place in this province, 
have been greatly onfreprefented ; which 
have in every circumftance been far, ve- 
ry far from being carried to that atrocious 
and alarming length, to which many 
have been in Britain, at the very gates 
of the palace, aid even in the royal pre- 
fence. — 

We think we can infer from your Ex- 
cellen cy *s declaration, thet this military 
force is uncontrollable by any authority 
in the province : it is then a power with- 
out a check here, and then itis fo far ab- 
folute. An abfolute power which has 
the fword conftantly in its band, may 
exercile a rigorous feverity whenever it 
pleales. What privilege, what fecurity, 
isthen left to this houfe, whofe very 
exiftence to any purpofe depends upon its 
privilece unity > Nothing reinains 
in fach a ftate, if no redrefs can be had 
from the King’s Licutenant in the pro- 
wince, but that the oppreiie d peop'e unite 
in laving their fervent and humble peti- 
tion before their gracious fovereign.” 

On Wedneiday morning the Governor 
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fent the following meflage to the houle 
by the Secretary; but the houfe h aving 
adjourned to this morning, the Secreta. 
ry then delivered the fame, viz.

1Ves, 


Notwithftandinp the doubts and diff 
culties which vou have expretied to me 
in your metlage of this day, it is certain 
that Ihave no avthoritv to pive orders 
for the removal of the King’s thips out of 
the harbour, or his troops out of the 
town: whoever ts acquainted with the 
arrangement of the commands in Ameri- 
ca, Which are all derived from the fame 
King, knows that itis fo. 

I am forry, that this queftion fhould 
caule the non-aétivity of the aflembly tor 
an entire fortnight; the expenceot which 
has already coft the province upwards of 
five hundred pounds lawful; and is, for 
what T can fee, till increafing ; befides 
the inconvenience accruing to perions 
attending the general court for butinel:, 
which falls harder upon them as tndivi- 
duals, than expences generally dilperied 
among the people. 

I cannot fit (till and fee fuch a watte 
of time and treafure to no purpots. If 
therefore you (till continue of the opinion, 
** That the keeping an armed force in 
this town, and within its harbour, ts a 
breach of privilege, and inconfiftent with 
that freedom with which vou have right 
to deliberate, confult, and determine, 
TI mutt apply fuch remedy as is in ny 
power to remove this difliculty ; and the 
only means I have are, to move the gem 
neral court to a place where it can o- 
perate, 

It is an indifferent thing to me where 
the peneral court is held: I know not 
that it is neceflarily confined to any 
town; that town feems to me to be the 
moft proper for it, where the bufinels 
can be moit conveniently, eafily. and 
readily done : and as it is apparent from 
your own refolutions, and a fortm ipht's 
experience, that you do not think that 
this is, at this time, a proper town for 
the general court to fit in, I {hall re- 
move it to Cambridge, againit w hich 

ace no objeaion that I know of can he 
formed.

HE work announced in the firfl part 
of this title, we find to be a repu- 
Nication of a treatife publithed by the 
author in the vear 1760. under the fome- 
what fimilar title of, Obfervations on the 
nature and confeguences of wounds and cos- 
tufions of the head, Gc. but greatly im- 
proved, and confiderably enlarged. We 
thall not {pecify the minuter improve- 
ments made in the form, as well as in 
the matter of the prefent publication; 
but fhall only take notice, that it is en- 
riched by the addition of a preliminary 
fection on wounds of the fealp, ard of 
forty-three cafes, methodically arranped 
under the fe@tions into which the work 
is divided, and which are defcribed with 
concifenefs and perfpicnity, and, we 
doubt not, related with fidelity, without 
regard to any preconceived or favourite 
hypothefis. In the preface to the former 
work, the author bad informed us, that 
he could produce many hiftories to con- 
firm his aflertions, in thofe particulars in 
Which he differed from the commonly re- 
ceived doétrines, if he thought that they 
would add to their vile or force; but that 
he (uppreiled them, becaufe they did net 
appear to him likely to do either, as the 
reader mutt ftill depend upon his ve. 
racity, as much in one inftance as in the 
other. ** The man,” he added, ** who 
iscapable of afflerting what he knows to 
be falfe, mutt have a very defeétive ima- 
Rivation not to be able to form cafes in 
ts {upport.” We are glad that Mr Pott 
bas changed his opinion upon this head ; 
éswe think that a faithful and circum. 
liantial relation of cafes is highly illuftra- 
tive of any medical do@trine, and parti- 
Cularly requifite with repard to contro- 
verted points ; in order that the reader, 
Who may be difpofed to give full credit 
to the author's relation of fads, though 
he may ¢ebt of the juftice of the infe- 
rences drawn from them, may be put, 
as nearly as may be, on a level with the 
author, by having the data laid before 
sm on which they are founded; and 


‘.aty in general, fuch wiftories are bet- 
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ter adapted to exercife the judgement of 
the reader, and make {tronger impreflions 
on the memory, than reafonings alone. 
The young ftudent, particularly, is here- 
by relieved from the tedium of didadtc 
drynefs, and, from a yawning and un- 
concerned reader of preceptive realon- 
ings, becomes an interefted, and, as it 
were, adtive fpe@ator. He attends the 
patient through the varving progrefs of 
the difeafe, and accompanies his furgeon 
through all the methods indicated and 
puriued, from time to time, for tts re- 
moval. But the utility arifing from the 
publication of cafes is too evident to be 
longer infitled upon. We fhould not o- 
mit to obferve, that, generally, in thote 
caies whole fatal termination pave the 
author an opportunity to examine the 
head, we are prefented with the appear- 
ances on diffetion. 

The fecond part of this publication, 
which contains remarks on fractures and 
diflocations, is new in more than one 
fenfe of the word; as it is not enly now 
fir(t publifhed, but as it propofes likewife 
a remarkable and very important inno- 
vation in that branch of (urgery of which 
it treats. We fhall, therefore, endea- 
vour to communicate, in our own words, 
the ideas of the author, and the (pirit and 
principles on which the method which 
is inculcated in thefe remarks is founded; 
us we cannot, without exceeding the li- 
nits proper for an article of this nature, 
give the more minute and diffufe expla- 
nations contained in this very ingenious 
ireatile, 

When any of the bones of the extre- 
mities are fradtured, the inferior part of 
the fra@tured bone is found, in general, 
to have pafled upwards and over the fu- 
perior, and the limb to have become 
thereby diftorted and fhortened. It is 
the bufinefs of the furgeon to bring this 
inferior portion into its proper place. 
The refifttance which he will meet with 
in effeCing this purpofe, arifing from the 
bone confidered finely, is trifling ; as it 
can only proceed from fri@ion, the vis 
enevtia’ or pravity of the bone itfelf. Burt 
there is a (uperior and moving power, by 
which the derangewrent of the fraétured 
bone was at fir(l effected, and afterwards 
increaled, and which oppofes its redue- 
tion : and thisis the natural, or, in fome 
cafes, {pafmodical contraction of the 
mufcles attached to its inferior portion ; 
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by whofe aftion this part of the fraétured 
bone is detained in its preternatural fi- 
tuation. This force muft be counteracted 
and overcome, before the extremity of 
this lower portion of the fra&ured bone 
can be brought down into its natural 
pefition, or into apt conta@& with the 
fuperior. Let us fuppole a perfon not 
brought up in the trammels of the tchools 
of jurgery, to whom it was fimply pro- 
pot d, as a problem, in what manner 


bef? to countera@, or rather elude the 


obflacie to reduction, arifing from this 
contre@iiity of the mufcles; fuch an one 
would, one fhou!d think, naturally pro- 
pole, thet the jimb fhould be previoufly 
putinto juch a pofition, as would relax 
them; as they are evidently the princi- 
1, we may almoft fay the only, impe- 


a7 


nents to reduction, which might o- 
herwife be efiected witha finger and 
humb of the operator: and yet, ftrange 
as it may feem, fo fequacious an animal 
is man, that, trom the days of Hippo- 
crates to the pretent, the univerfal prac- 
iice has been, as a preliminary ftep to 
recuétion, to place the fraétured limb 
(the leg, for inftance) in a ftraight or 
extended pofition, or in a line with the 
thigh; and then to attempt the reduc- 
tion by means of an extenfion and coun- 
ier extenfion, to be etteéted by affiftants 
placed above and below; a confiderable 
part of whofe force the furgeon employs 
in conquering an obftacle of his own rai- 
fing, and which principally ariles from 
ihe flate of tenfion, irritation, and con- 
fequently refiftance, into which he had 
previoufly put the mufcles of the fralured 
Jimb, by that very pofition. 

From this fhort expofition of the fitua- 
ticn of the fra@tured parts, and of the 
properties of thofe conneGed with them, 
eur chirurgical readers will readily ima- 
pine, that, in a fracture of both the 
hones of the lep, for inftance, the re- 
cuction, according to our authors ideas, 
is to be undertaken, by firft putting the 
rincipal mufcles of the limb, which we 
vay confider as antagoni/ts to the reducing

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power, into fuch a ftuation, as may mott 
mdiupole them towards refittance. The 
author accordingly propofes, to lay the 
JeQ on its Outfice, or with the external 
ankle undermotl, with the knee mode- 
rately bent; mm whch pofition the re- 
laxed mu'cles of the calf, &c. will readi- 
ty and with cate vield to the mocerate 
aepree of force which will then, in pe- 
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ke to bring the extremi- 
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ties of the fra@ured bones into apt con. 
taét with each other. In the fame eaty 
pofition in which it was reduced, the limb 
is fuffered to remain during the cure, 
without ever being once difturbed or ift- 
ed up fromthe pillow on which it wag 
depofited ; an eighteen-tailed bandages 
allowing a proper in{pection into its ftate, 
without moving it; while its ftability is 
provided for by two fplints; one placed 
onder the fibula, on which the lez reits, 
and the other over the tibia; both ex. 
tending from the ankle to abo e the 


knee, and bearing upon thefe two joints, 
but by no means comprefling or irritating 
the parts covering the frafure; which 
laft, according to the author, con be in 
no danger of being diiplaced; as the 
whole fet of mufcles, by whofe action 
fuch difplacement might be effected, are, 
by the very potition of the limb, kept in 
a {late of relaxation and inattivity. 

Though no reafonable odjefion can, 

we think, be made to the pronofed py 
fition of the linb, at the time of +edudion, 
yet this bent pofition of it afterwards has 
been, with fome degree of plaunbility, 
objected to, and the ufual extended f- 
tuation of it preferred; as, by putting 
the mufcles on the ftretch, it may con- 
tribute to the future fecurity of the frac- 
ture againit difplacement. But, ** if this 
be the cafe in general, how happens it,” 
the euthor anfwers, * that thofe bones 
are alwavs found moft liable to be dif- 
placed when broken, and to be moft dif- 
ficult to keep in their proper place,” (to 
give the thigh bone for inftance), ** which 
are furrounded by the mott and by the 
ftrongeft mufcles?” ** Whatever methods 
or circumftances,” he ellewhere oblerves, 
** render reduction and coaptation ealy, 
muft as neceffarily maintain eafe during 
the confinement, preferve reétitude of 
ficure, and prevent difplacement. The 
fame principle muft aét upon both occa 
fions ; and whether the doéirine be right 
or wrong, confidered by itfelf, it mutt 
be equally fo in both circumitances; thet 
isy in the manner of fetting a fracture, 
and in the manner of depofiting the limd 
afterward.” 

From the ideas which we have formed 
to ourfelves, from the general tenor of 
this work, of the preat facility with 
which redufion is ufually performed, 1” 
confequence of this alteration in the po 
fition of the fra@tured limb, we cannot 
help being ftruck with the remarkable 
contreft between the fimplicity, eale, and 
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July 1769. 
expedition, of this metho, and the very 
diferent circumitances attending that 
recommended by the fyftematicel writers, 
and hitherto, we believe, almoft univer- 
faily pradtifed. Read Turner's account 
ef the method of reducing a fraéture of 
the ieg, and you would imagine that the 
poor patient (to borrow a bint trom the 
author) had fallen into the hands of Pro- 
crufles, and was depofited in his famous 
hed, to have his limbs extended to its 
dimenfions. We cannot refift the temp- 
tation of extracting from that author a 
few of his precepts a3 a fpecimen. ** Let 
your two affiftants,” fays that writer, 
“fitted for the work both in ffrenoth 
of body as weil as prefence of mind, be 
placed one of them at the foot, the o- 
ther at the knee.” After recommending 
that they may be fo placed ** for t4eir 
su eave, as that they may beit conti- 
nue in the flooping poflure, without 
wriggling or thifting the fame,” and fup- 
rofing that their firft efforts may have 
been ineffectual; ** this failing,” conti- 
nueshe, ** let him (the furgeon) give 
order for the ertenfion to be increaled 
both ways,—when again—let him {trong 
lv prefs together the divided extremities, 
&e.”” The work of reduétion being at lett 
eceQed, the author exprefies a very lau- 
éable concern for his aflittants in this 
fatiguing bufinels. For ous part, thouph 
we commifcrate their fituation, we can- 
net help bettowing the largeft fhare of 
eur pity upon the poor patient. ** But & 
forpet. your extenders,” adds he, ** who 
by this time, not improbably, may be 
camped in thetr poftures, as well in 
their hands as backs, (which J have oft- 
en been) in looping to help you: where- 
twe having finifhed the reduétion, to 
‘our own fatisfa@tion, and the approba- 
ton of the byftanders,—let your af- 
fittants be encouraged to hold out —till 
your creflings are difpatched.” Then 
‘ollows @ train of plailter-comprefles, de- 
fenfative plaifters, long roilers, boliters, 
iplints, and tapes; during the tedious 
eppitcation of which, the limb is kept in 
State of extenfion, from which it is not 
fitrely releafed, even when it has got 
fot the hends of the extenders, and 
Spotted in the leg-box; as, by its 
‘reight fitustion there, its mufcles are 
oo into as great a fiate of tenfion as it 
ng the power of mere pofition to etf:ét. 
sown, with fome degree of {hame for 
Culnefs, in a matter which now ap- 
“1S 10 pl2in tous, that we have bee: 


we 
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concerned in, and condufed the opera- 
tion, (we mean with repard to the prin 
cipal parts of it), in this very manner 3 
for which, if we have erred in fo doing, 
as we ftronglv fufpe@, we have no other 
or better excufe ta make, than that er 
ravions cum patrilus: and though we 
have not had an opportunity of feeing 
the good effets of the method recom- 
mended in this treatife; yet its fuperior 
excellency appears to us fo evident, evert 
4 priori, that we think we run no hazard 
of being hereafter obliged to retra@ the 
food opinion we at prefent entertain of 
it; efpeciaily when we confider the firm 
foundation on which it refts, that of an 
extenfive and fuccefsful experience. We 
cannot do better than give the author's 
own words upon this occafion, and fhall 
accordingly felect a pafiage or two which 
contain, ia general terms, an eftimate of 
the advantages of this, as oppofed to tie 
common method. 

** IT hope that I have expreffed my 
meaning clearly: I fhould be very forry 
to be miftaken, becavfe it appears to me 
to be a matter of fome confequence 5; 
and if what I have faid be intelligible, 
the reader will underftand from thence, 
that J mean to fignify, that (in my opi- 
nion) extenfion willin general be made 
with more facility, and coaptation more 
bappily executed; that a patient will 
futter a great deal lefs pain during thefe 
operations, as well as during the necei- 
faery confinement for a broken leg or 
thigh; and that both patient and fur 
peon will be lefs likely to be difappoint- 
ed im their intention and with; that is, 
that the former will be lefs liable to 
lameneis or deformity, when a fra@tured 
thigh or leg has been treated in the way 
Ihave defcribed, than in the common 
one.”—- 

‘* Let not the reader fancy, that I 
would dare to amufe him with fpecalation, 
ue merely fpecious reafoning, on a fubject 
hike this. What I have faid is from ex- 
perience, repeated experience both of 
niyfelf end of others, for a confiderable 
length of time pait, and on a preat va- 
riety of fubjetts; from an experience 
which bas perfe@ly fatisfied me, and I 
think vill every man who will make the 
trial fairly and candidly.—I do not pree 
tend to fay, that by thefe means every 
kind of broken bone will infallibly and 

certainly be brought to hie fmooth, even, 
and of proper length; if I did, they who 
are vericd on thefe things, weuld know 
3 A 2 that 
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that I faid too muah: but I will fay, 
(what ts fuficient for my purpofe), that 
if will not only fucceed in all thofe in 
which the old method can ever be fuccef.- 
ful, but alioin the majority of thofe in 
which it is not, nor in the nature of 
tings can. Ju thole fortunate cafes in 
which either method wili do, the old one 
is futiguing. inconvenient, and even 
fumetuves otfenfive, from the fupine and 
confined potture of the patient; whereas 
that which is here propofed gives the 
patient much greater liberty of motion 
for every purpofe either of choice or ne- 
cetlity, and in many of thofe cafes where- 
in the old method proves moit frequently 
fo far fuccefsiels, as to leave tie limb 
fhort, lame, or deforired; I fay, in mott 
of thele, the propoled method will not 
be attended with thee inconvenien- 
get*.” 

We have been the more full and ex- 
plicit in ovr account of this article, not 
folely for the information and conviction 
of praQitioners, who will, no doubt, 
perule the wok itielfy and judge for 
themicles, in a waiter of fo much ime 
portance to the improvement of io capi- 
tei a branch of their art; but with tome 
view likewile of preparing the public for 
the reception of thele voveliies ; as the 
method of proceeding recommended in 
this treatsle may, to the fpeétators of 
the procefs, have an appearance of care- 
lefinefs and inattention. With regard 
to Dany new improvements, the furgeon 
has not only his own prejudices to con- 
guer, which, in the elder pra@itioners 
elpecially, are fometimes not readily got 

* It does not appear to us, from the ge- 

neral tenor of this treatife, whether the pu- 
blic are folely obliged to the author for the 
Onginal and leading bint of this method; 
as they certainly are for the mafterly, 
and, to us, convincing manner ia which he 
has fet torth the advantages of it. Be that 
asitmay,; that we may throw all the light 
9 Our power on the iubject treated in it, 
we fhail point out to our chirurgical read- 
ers, and recommend to them, the perufal 
of avery hort account of a fimilar, or ra- 
ther the fame method of treating fractures of 
the ley, in particular, which was read at 
the royal fociety about two vears ago, writ- 
ten by Mr William Sharp, Our author's col- 
deayve at St Bartholomew's, and publhthed 
am the Jait volume of the [hi:tofophical 
‘Tramiachons, where it is illuftrated with a 
plate repreienting {plints ot the author's in- 
veuton, adapted tothe particular methed 
@3 wvaimicnt ihcre recommended, 
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over, but thofe of the patient, anu of 
his friends the byftanders: for all the 
world erect themfelves into judges in 
matters of phyfic and furgery ; and to 
their opinions the profeflors of thele arts 
are obliged to pay fome degree of atten. 
tion. In the cafe before us in particular, 
the manauvres of the turzeon lie fo open 
to the moit common objervation, that be 
may be faid to operate under the critical 
injpe@tion of a felf-conftituted court of 
afjiftants, at which all who come have 
voices, and think themielves qualified to 
judge and interfere. Tuete may be apt 
to look with an onfavourable eye on 
practices which deviate fo confiderably 
from thofe which it has fallen in their 
way to obferve. Having been witnefies 
to the long and toiliome method generci- 
ly followed in the reduction of a fra¢tured 
ley, for inftance, and having been ace 
cutlomed to fee the patient left ftretched 
on his back, with bis limb im {traight 
and painful durance for a long time af- 
terwarcs; they may deem the prelent a 
very halty and unceremonious manner of 
performing the operation, and may be 
no lefs thocked at this enormous relaxae 
tion of the ufual chirurgicel difciplne 
atterwards ; the patient lying on his lide, 
and at his eafe, with his fractured lez ina 
half-bene and feemingly carelets pofition, 
without the leg box, and the uiual para. 
phernalia of atracture. The quotations 
above given from fo good an authority as 
that of the author, may ferve to quict 
their apprehenfions, and fatisty them 
that the eafe gained throughout every 
part of this procefs is not only coinpells 
ble with the fafety of the patient, but 
produétive of very confiderable advanta- 
ges. 
With regard tocompound fraétures, W* 
fhall enly obferve, that our author's argue 
ments in favour of aitempting the reduce 
tion of fiinpte fractures, by relaxing tie 
mufcles by a bent pofition of the hia Oy 
aie, @ fortiort, ill more applicab.e 7 
the compound; where the mules are 
configerably wounded, and the bone bss 
perforated the fkin: in which calc, 4 he 
obferves, ‘* the very placing the leg 194 
ftraight pofition, in order to mene cE 
tenon, obliges the wound or once - 
gird the bone tight, and mekes ail a" 
part of it which is out of fuch wouNry 
prefs hard on the fkin of the leg wncel 
neath it.” By merely changing the pe 
fture of the limb, he afterwarcs ovierve’s 
the dificulty of reduction win, BM 
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der proper condu&, be readily conquer - 
ed, even in many of thofe cafes where 
#t might be thought impoflible to effect 
it, without having recourfe to the faw, 
in order to remove a portion of the pro- 
truded bone. ** Whoever,” fays he, 
‘will attend to the effeét, which put- 
ting the leg or thigh (having a compound 
fracture and protruded bone) into a 
ftraight pofition always produces; that 
is, to the manver in which the wound in 
fuch pofition girds the bone, and to the 
increaled difficulty of reduction thereby 
induced; and will then, by changing 
the pofture of {uch limb from an extended 
ene, to one moderately bent, obferve 
the alteration thereby tnade, ia both the 
juft mentioned circumftances, will be (a- 
tisfied of the truth of what I have {aid, 
and of the much greater depree of eafe 
and pra@ticability of reduction in the 
bent, than in the extended pofition ; 
that is, ip the relaxed, than in the 
ftretched ftate of the mufcles.” 

Under this head the author confiders 
thofe deplorable cafes, in which the fur- 
geon muft determine, and that very 
fpeedily, whether the prefervation of the 
fradtured limb can be attempted with 
fafety tothe life of the patient; and 
fhews, that, in many cafes, the attempt 
to fave fuch limb may more juftly fubje& 
the furgeon to the imputaiion of rafhnefs, 
than the [peedy removal of it. He gives 
the reafons which jultify and require the 
operation; ** Reafons (he obferves) 
Which, notwithftanding any thing that 
may have been faid to the contrary, long 
and reiterated experience has approved, 
and which are vindicable upon every 
principle of humanity, or chirurgic know- 
ledge.” The author here, we fuppole, 
alludes to the indiferiminate condemna- 
ion of amputstion by M. Bilguer, in his 
celebrated Tiiefis. 

We have already extended this article 
fo far, that we {hall not enumerate the 
Many ufleful practical observations and 
reafonings centained in this work, re- 
ipecling the fraures of particular perte, 
bor thote relating to diffocations ; to 
which the principles contained in the 
Preceding part are very naturally and 
jucicioutly applied, aud tend to abridge 
"ie Curation and leflen the violence and 
psi of the procefa of reduétion. With 
reeard to diflocation, in particular, the 
auttor obferves, that, by not attend 
8 {0 2 proper j ofition of the limb, one 
balf at leall of the force employed, which 
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in fome cales appeats rather adapted ** to 
pull a iman’s joints afander than to fet 
them to rights,” is abfolutely thrown a- 
way, and is confequently noxious. We 
{hail conclude this article by recommend- 
ing to praétitioners the attentive perufal 
and confideration of this very valuable 
performance ; the great merit of which, 
and the novelty and importance of the 
doftrine conteined in it, will juttify us 
to our other readers, tor having treated 
it in {0 copious a manner. ML,

According to the beft calculations, the 
preateft ciftance of the planet Venus 
from the Earth is 38,415, the mean ci- 
flance 22.000, and the leaft diftance 
5585 lemidiameters of the Earth. Her 
femidiameter is to that of the Earth as 10 
to 19; her pericdical courfe round the 
Sun is performed in 224 days; and her 
motion round her own axis is 23 hours. 
She conttantly attends the Sun, and ne- 
ver depaits from him above 47 degrees, 
When fhe goes before the Sun, that is, 
rifet before him, fhe is called Phofphorus, 
Lucifer, or the Morning Star; and when 
the follows him, that is, fets efter him, 
He/perus, Vefper, or the Evening-Star.

and had attained to a judgement and pe= 
netration greatly beyoud what js common 


at his years.

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He always chearfully fubmitted to any 
Rabour from which he was made to expe 
inftruction ; and had acquired, in a high 
degree of perfection, the ancient and mo- 
der languages. He was fond of itudv, 
particulerly of the bifforians and poets, 
and expretied an admiration of great and 
worthy ations, which fhewed at once the 
force of bis adtive difpofition, and the di- 
rection it was likely to take. 

Though of an impetuous and ardent 
temper, full of elevation and courage, 
and particularly tired with the giory of 
his own anceftors, he was entirely void 
of pride or contemptuouinefs; was even 
gentle and docile, and warmly attached 
to his inftiuctors, as well as to his friends. 

To conclude this mourntul recital, he 
was uniform in the moft tender and re- 
fpeCtul affection to his furviving parent, 
whole griefon this melancholy oc afion, 
no one can conceive, without taking a 
fhare in it. But the confideration of 
what her fon was, and mipht have pro- 
ved, while it heightens her affitéion, 
may, itis hopec, mix with it no incon
